Rates Would be Raised— Freight 
and Pullman Rates Increased 


A general misu nd erstand ing seems 
Jo prev ail among people of the state 
accord ing to L. <\ Snod grass, pass­ 
enger agent here for the C. I. & W, 
and Pennsy lv ania railroad s, in re­ 
gard -: to the 20 |>er cent increase 
o n 
passenger fares that go into effeet 
To mo rro w on ail steam lines in thi 
state. 
The new increase calls for a 20 
per cent ad d ition to all tickets term ­ 
ed as interstate tickets, hu t on in­ 
trastate tickets the fares d o not ad ­ 
v ance, and 
Ru shv ille 
people 
are 
more concerned with the intrastate 
trav el than for trav el bey ond the 
state.. 
» 
The general impression lias been 
that the fares wou ld ad v ance on all 
tickets, and that the rate between 
here and Ind ianapolis wou ld ad v ance 
from $1.29 to $1.44, or a 20 per cent 
increase. 
Fares within the state are 
u nchanged , while from Ind iana to 
another state, the 20 per cent in­ 
crease is ad d ed . 
The 
confu sion 
probably 
arose 
when recently 2d electric lines in In­ 
d iana applied for a 20 per cent in­ 
crease, stating tha t they wanted to 
be pu t on an equ al with the steam 
line>. 
In 
case 
their 
increase is 
granted to apply within the state, the 
steam lines will offer cheaper trans­ 
portation in Ind iana between local 
points. 
The new rates which are effectiv e 
tomorrow will 
affect Ru shv ille 
as 
follows: to Cincinnati the fare will 
l» e A&.20, the 
rate formerly 
being 
$2.6 6 : to St. Lou is the new rate will 
be $11.19 , the old rate being $9 .32; 
to Chicago, 
the new rate 
will be 
$8 .6 8 , the old rate being $7 .24. 
All 
of these fares inclu d e the 8 per cent 
w ar tax . 
Increased rates are also in effect 
tomorrow and are on the same basis 
as the passenger increases, apply ing 
to interstate bu siness, and not a f­ 
fecting the rates within Ind iana.

A large acreage in Ru sh

tions following the recent rains. The 
grou nd is in su eh cond ition that it 
1u rns easily ’ and the

plowing as many field » as possible. 
Mu ch oats and clov er grou nd will be 
spwn to wheat this fall. 
The small crop this y ear will re ­ 
su lt in a large acreage. Some farm ­ 
ers pred icted that the failu re 
this 
su mmer wou ld cau se a smaller ac­ 
reage, bu t this d oe» not seem to be 
the case. Farm ers generally 
ex pect 
the price of wheat to remain high 
for another y ear or two. 
The corn crop will be one of the 
largest in the history of the y ou nty 
u nless it is nipped by early 
frosts.

State Reformatory at Jeffersonville 
and found only a few men making 
brooms. If the laws were complied 
with the demand would keep them 
busy for these institutions alone”.

1 ke cue pint each of flour and 
brrn, one cupful of buttermilk, or 
s " :et milk will do, a teaspoonful of 
soda, a half teaspoonful of salt, three 
tableepoonfuls of molasses. 
Mix and 
bake one hour to one hour and a 
quarter. 
Graham Popovers. 
Take one cupful each of graham 
flour and white flour, one cupful each 
of milk and water, a teaspoonful of 
sugar and a half teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat the flour and the milk together 
then add the water and other ingredi­ 
ents, beat w’ell with an egg beater, 
pour Into hot gem pans and bake in a 
hot oven. These are light as a feath­ 
er. 
Prune Bread. 
Wash a cupful of prunes and soak 
over night in water to cover.

morning remove the pits and chop

bermen. Pack also urg ed a two mil­ 
lion a y ear appropriation 
for 
the 
acq uisition of forest land

g overnment for 
the 
purpose 
of 
g rowing timber to replace our rapid 4 
ly ‘disappearing supplies. 
The conference is being conduc­ 
ted by the Society for the Protection 
of New Hampshire Forests. Some of 
the speakers on the day prog ram are 
Georg e W. Sisson, Jr., president of 
the American Pulp and Paper As­ 
sociation; R. S. Kellog g , 
secretary 
of the American News Print 
Serv­ 
ice; Col. Henry S. Graves, 
former 
chief forester of the ü . S.; Elwood 
Wilson, forester of the Lx urcntide 
Paper Co., of Gran<y Mere, Quebec. 
Forests are not only being wiped 
out by destructive conflag rations as 
well as by numerous small fires, hut 
these fires also prevent the natural 
restoration of hundreds of thousands 
of acres of cut over 
lands” 
said 
Pack. “ Our direct loss in timber by 
these fires is $30,0(10,000 
a 
y ear. 
Altog ether there are 315,000,000 ac­ 
res of state and privately owned for 
est land in the protection of which 
the Government should co-operate. 
At present half of this vast area is 
wholly unprotected and 
protection 
for the other half is entirely inad 
eq uate. If these lands are kept pro 
duetive there must 
be 
tremendous 
ex pansion in our present tire protec­ 
tion activities by the federal g overn­ 
ment, the states and private owners.

“Close estimates show 8 1,000,000

made under proper manag ement, to 
produce forests. 
“Our standing timber is now being 
cut or destroy ed by fire, disease and 
insects four timcif as fast as new 
timber is being g rown.

prices of forest products is appar­ 
ent. 
“Adeq uate fire protection of our 
forests will solve 7 5% of the diffi­

OIL COMPANIES 
PLAN FOR FUTURE 


View Business of Mexican Oil is 
Proposition Which Will Pay Di­ 
vidends For Many Years 


159 NEW WELLS IN THE MAKING 


In Past 2 Months Two of Biggest 
Producers in Mexico Have Been 
Drilled—100.000 Bbls. Daily

M ail)— American 
and British 
oil 
companies in Mexico are building to­ 
day for the future. More and more 
art* they beginning to view the busi­ 
ness of Mexican oil as a proposition 
which is going to pay dividendsffor a 
ireat many years. * 
I bis tendency is plainly 
evident 
despite the fact that a settlement of 
juridicial questions with the Mexi- 
an government is still pending. 
It is evident from 
the 
projected 
onstruction of new refineries, ter 
minala and storage facilities; it is 
rehcoted in the new era of “ welfare” 
W’ork— the building of club houses, 
residences and schools for the com­ 
panies’ employees and their families; 
it gains further support 
by 
the 
amount of new 
development 
work 
which is going forward in the fields. 
For instance, reliable information 
received by the United Press shows 
that on June 15 there were 159 new 
wells in the making, either drililng 
had been started or the wells were 
“ rigging up” preparatory to drilling. 
A large number of these wells were 
“ wildcats” — wellg bekig 
drilled 
in 
unproved territory. Altogether, they 
testified to a great deal of new ac­ 
tivity. 
As drilling increases, it must 
l»e 
accompanied hv enlarged 
facilities 
for handling the oil. 
The two principal companies re­ 
presenting British interests, the Cor­ 
ona Petroleum Company and E l Ag- 
uila, have concluded a tank 
con­ 
struction program which will provide 
storage capacity 
for about slven 
million barrels of oil. The 
Corona 
company already has begun work in 
the building of ninety 55,000 barrel 
steel tanks. The Continental 
Mexi­ 
can Oil Company, representing Ame­ 
rican capital, has let contracts for 
twelve 55,000-barrel tanks. 
As a place to make one’s home, 
Tampico is no garden spot, so if the 
foreign oil companies are not to re­ 
tain The services of their American 
employees, they must make life as 
attractive as possible. 
The 
Transcontinental 
Company, 
a subsidiary of Standard Oil. 
soon 
will begin construction of a modern 
clubhouse, with tennis courts, libra­ 
ry, dance hall and ail the other re­ 
quisites 
of a 
well-appointed 
club, 
other companies have planned sim­ 
ilar action, while the Corona com­ 
pany. at British concern, is to con­ 
struct a complete community at 
a 
cost of several million dollars. The 
program includes anew refinery, an 
office 
building, 
clubhouse, 
school 
building, merchandising stores and 
homes for the employees. Almost all 
of the companies are erecting resi­ 
dences and several have' lot 
con­ 
tracts for new office buildings. 
And while Tampico is enjoying a 
building boom, 
the oil 
production 
grows apace and the boys out in the 
fields 
continue 
“ bringin’ 
in 
the 
wells” . In the past month two of the 
biggest producers in Mexico 
have 
been drilled. 
Both are estimated at 
100,000 barrels daily, one 
of 
the 
gushers spouting a stream of black 
liquid wealth high into the air above 
the top of the derrick. 
With the Mexican soil hurling its 
riches to the surface, the prospec­ 
tor spurs himself to greater efforts. 
Up in the northwestern 
corner 
of 
the Republic, hundreds of miles- from 
Tampico, a party of 
geologists 
is 
exploring the state of Sonora. These 
“ rock hounds” , as they are known in 
the petroleum vernacular, represent 
E. W . Marland of Ponfn City, Okla, 
who has obtained a 
concession 
to 
search for oil in eight million acres 
of national lands. Nearer to Tampi­ 
co in the country’ between Monterey 
and Victoria, oil scouts declare they 
have found evidences of the coveted 
wealth.

-A general misunderstanding seems 


to prevail nmong people of the state, 
according to L. C. Snodgrass, pass- 
enger agent here for the C. I.Jt W. 
and Pennsylvania railroads, in re- 
gards to the 20 per cent increase on 
passenger fares that go mto effect 
Tomorrow on all steam lines in this 
state. 


The new increase calls for a 20 


per cent addition to all tickets term- 
ed as interstate tickets, but on in- 
trastate tickets the fares do not ad- 
vance, and Rushville people 
are 


more concerned with the intrastate 
travel than -for travel beyond the 
state.. • 
-The 
general impression has been 


that -the fares would advance on all 
tickets, and that the rate between 
here and Indianapolis would advance 
from $1.29 to $1.44, or a 20 per cent 
increase. Fares within the state are 
unchanged, while from Indiana to 
another state, the 20 per c-ent in- 
crease is added. . 


The 
confusion 
probably arose 


when recently 23 electric lines in In- 
diana applied for a 20 per cent in- 
rrease, stating that they wanted to 
be put on an equal with the steam 
lines.

portation in Indiana between local 
points. 


The new rates which are effective 


tomorrow will affect Rushville as 
follows: to Cincinnati the fare .will 
be~4«sa«, the rate formerly being 
$2.G<5; to St. Louis the new rate" will 
be $11.19, the old. rate being $9.32;

The -people have never been 
otherwise than weary of -wars ex- 
cept when they were willing to make 
war. Europe is full of people who are 
weary of war in the abstract doubt- 
less, but who afe not so weary but 
that they are making war and think- 
ing more war. And the American 
people, though they-may be weary 
of wars and of thinking of wars, 
would tomorrow think of war and 
make war 
if 
an occasion they 


deemed sufficient offered, such as the 
sinking of the Maine. 


Governor Cos's remark is simply a 


playing to the niood 
of reaction' 


which in America has naturally and 
inevitably followed the effort 
and 


sacrifice of a war.' It is doubtless 
good politics, but it is not patriotic 
statesmanship. The American people 
are not military 6r inilitaristically 
inclined. On the contrary, they went 
into the late war with considerable 
doubt "and reluctance, and they 
want to be rid of all its consequenc- 
es and free to' foDow their fortunate 
and peaceful daily existence as soon 
as possible. So they, are weary of 
thinking of wars. 


But being weary^of thinking does 


not dispose of the duty or desirabi- 
lity of-thinking. Politicians, not only 
of Governor Cox'§ persuasion, but, 
we are' sorry to say, of the Repub- 
lican also, have been quick to follow 
the popular mopd. By so doing they 
exploit a human weakness instead of 
protecting the 'people from it. 


Being weary of the sacrifices and 


penalties of wars does not prevent 
wars, nor does being weary of think- 
ing'of wars justify not thinking of 
wars. We do not enjoy tninking of 
cancer or tub'ercu!6sis, of tempest 
drought, famine, pestilence, or snd- 
dea death. "We are weary of all the 
evils of life, but the statesman or 
individual who allows his distaste 
of them to'>lure-iini into refusing.'to 
think of'them or trying to make p*o- 
vision for.-dealing with them is not 
acting with common sense or in the 
true interest of his country or E&n-

The conference is being conduc- 


ted by the Society for the Protection 
of-New Hampshire Forests. Some of 
the 'speakers on the day program are 
George W. Sisson, Jr., president of 
the American Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation; R. S. Kellogg,

of the American News Print 
Serv- 


ice; Col. Henry S. Graves, former 
chief forester of the U. S.; Elwood 
Wilson, forester of the Lxurentide

Forests are not only being wiped 


out by destructive conflagrations as 
well as by numerous small fires, but 
these fires also prevent the natural 
restoration of hundreds of thousands 
of acres of cut over lands" said 
Pack. " Our direct loss in timber by 
these fires is $30,000,000 a year.

The Corona 
company already has begun work in 
the building of ninety 55,000 barrel 
steel tanks. The Continental Jtexi- 
can Oil Company, representing Ame- 
[ricaB capital, has let contracts for 
twelve 55,000-barrel tanks. 


As a place to make one's home, 


Tampico is no garden spot, so if the 
foreign oil companies are not to re- 
tain the services of their American 
employees, they/ must make life as 
attractive as possible. 


The Transcontinental Company, 


a subsidiary of Standard Oil, soon 
will begin construction of a modern 
clubhouse, with tennis courts, libra- 
ry, dance hall and all the other re- 
quisites of a well-appointed club, 
other companies have planned sim- 
ilar action, while the Corona com- 
pany, a British concern, is to con- 
struct n complete community at 
a 


cost of several million dollars. The 
program includes anew refinery, an 
office 
building, clubhouse, school 


building, merchandising stores and 
homes for the employees. Almost all 
of the companies are erecting resi- 
dences and several have'lot con- 
tracts for new office buildings. 


And while Tampico is enjoying a 


.building boom, the oil production 
grows apace and the boys out in the 
fields Continue "bringin' in 
the 


wells". In the past month two of the 
biggest producers in Mexico 
have 


been drilled. Both are estimated at 
100,000 barrels daily, «ne of the 
gushers spouting a stream of black 
liquid wealth high into the air above 
the top of the derrick. 


With the Mexican soil hurling its 


riches to the surface, the prospec- 
tor spurs himself to greater efforts. 
Up in the northwestern corner of 
the Republic, hundreds of miles- from 
Tampico, a party of geologists is 
exploring the state of Sonora. These 
"rock hounds", jis they are known in 
the petroleum vernacular, represent 
E. W. Marland of Ponca City, Okla, 
who has obtained a concession to 
search for oil in eight million acres 
of national lands. Nearer to Torapi- 
co in the-country between Monterey 
and Victoria, oil-scouts'declare they 
have found evidences of-the coveted

The growth of Wood River—Amer- 
ica's magic city—is due to the keen 
vision at an ambitions young man 
inspired to a big future

That is the story they tell at the 


Standard 
Oil Company's refinery 


here,. Its an old story to' inhabi- 
tants of this industrial and 
home 


city, but it is of especial interest 
now that the federal census of 1020 
has been announced;'"giving Wood 
River A population of 3,476, or a 
gain o*f 4,038 percent since 1910, 
when there were only 84 souls with- 
in its borders. 


Wood River's population gain has 


far outstripped that of any other 
city or town so far announced since 
the 1920 count was made. 


The story goes that the manager 


of the general office of the Standard 
Oil Company, located near Chicago, 
called in a typical young American 
business man employee and said: 


"I've got a job with a future for 


you. 
The opportunity for advance- 


ment is unlimited if you will only 
put your shoulder to the wheel. It 
will be a hard grind, but you can do 
it- 
' 


"We are building a refinery at & 


townsite over near St. Louis and I" 
want you to go down there to run 
things. When the refinery is complet-1 


ed I am positive the town will grow. 
There is nobody there now, and it 
will be a lonesome place to live. 


"Now go to it. You can make out 


of it what you will. You must leave 
tonight. O' yes the place is 
called 


Wood River". 


The young' chap went home to tell 


his wife—just a slip of a girl. They 
got out their maps and began """a 
search for Wood River. But' all in 
vain. Nowhere on any available map 
of Illinois was there to be found ev- 
en a dot market Wood River. 


At any rate, the young couple 


bought tickets for St. Louis and on 
arriving in the Missouri city made 
inquiry regarding their new home- 
site. Nobody had heard of the place, 
although a railroad official admit- 
ted having heard of a refinery the 
Standard was erecting out near Al- 
ton, Illinois. More questions at the 
interruban station finally drew reply 
that a local ear made a stop at a 
place called Wood River.

Detraining at the spot, the young 


couple found the town did not even 
boast of a railroad station, although 
two important trunk lines between 
Chicago and St. 
Louis passed 


through. The only sign of habitation 
was a house or so where lived the 
workmen building the refinery. 


The Chicago boy shuddered. His 


,wife burst into tears. She was for 
returning at once. The husband grit- 
ted his teeth, however, and recalled 
what his boss had told him about the 
future of the town and his own op- 
portunities. So they stuck to their 
jobs.

Most of them, however 
preferred to live in Alton, half a do- 
zen miles away, or St. Louis, or its 
Illinois surburban places, less than. 
an hour from Wood River. 


Smith, lets call the young manager/ 


was quick to see that, although the 
refinery work was attracting inhabi- 
tants, there was no life in the town 
for families to enjoy, nor any place 
to go when the day's work was done.
